17. DESCRIBE IN SEQUENCE HOW ACCIDENT HAPPENED:

On November 15, 2007, at 0530 hours, a crew member was injured while the Motor Vessel
(MV) Pope John Paul 11 was maneuvering and tying-up to Lease 0OCS-G 2185, South Pass
(SP) 78 A Platform. The Injured Person (IP) suffered fractures in both hands and legs
when the rope used to tie-up the MV snapped striking both his hands and legs. The IP
recovery time is expected to be greater than two months.

Sequence of Events:

The MV Pope John Paul Il was trying to tie up to a Marathon platform. After the IP
tied the boat up the boat captain tried moving the boat forward to take up the slack
out of the rope. The IP tried to stop the captain thinking he was going to fast.
The 1P thought the captain did not see him because of all the equipment on deck.
Before the IP could think about his position the rope snhapped in two striking the IP
on both legs and hand. Nabors safety coordinator flew with IP to hospital.

Update 1: 11/19/07 - Injured person went through surgery. He did have fractures in
both legs and both hands. He was eating regular food and talking. IP currently in ICU
and is to be upgraded.

Update 2: 12/4/07 - The injured party will possibly need recovery greater than 2
months.
